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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 1 -30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 1 (and claims 12-30 by dependency), insufficient antecedent basis 
exists for the limitation "said first ... catalysts" in step (c). The claim does not introduce 
a first catalyst. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 11-17, 19 and 21-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Debras et al. (EP 989140). 
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The reference discloses in Example 4 the making of bimodal polyethylene in two 
reactors connected in series, including the claimed metallocene catalyst in each reactor. 
The first reactor includes ethylene, hexene and hydrogen, while the second includes 
ethylene and hexene, resulting in the required blend. In the first rector, hydrogen 
serves as the "first co-reactant," while in the second reactor, hexene serves as the 
"second co-reactant." However, the example states that the two reactors are serially 
connected, and therefore at least a non-zero amount of hydrogen will be present in the 
second reactor, and therefore the identities of the "first co-reactant" and "second co- 
reactant" could also be reversed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 20 and 28-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Debras et al. (EP 989140). 

The parent claims are discussed with respect to this reference above. Regarding 
claim 20, the reference does not appear to have disclosed the operating pressure. 
However, one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to select the claimed 
pressure range because the claimed range is conventional for operating a tank reactor. 
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Regarding claim 28, the reference has recommended using a physical blending method 
as an alternative to the serial reactor blending method (see [0013]), and therefore one 
of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to use this alternative blending method for 
obtaining blends similar to those of the working examples. Regarding claim 29, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to select an extruder for obtaining a physical 
blend because mixing in an extruder is conventional for blending solid polymers.
